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(57) Abstract; The technical problem that the interference fringe interval (s) 
and the interference area width (W) which are important parameters of an inter- 
ferometer using an electron beam bi-prism cannot be controlled independently 
of each other is solve. Two electron beam bi -prisms (9u, 9b) are used and ar- 
ranged in two stages along the optical axis, and the electrode voltages of the 
electron beam bi-prisms are separately controlled, thereby independently con- 
trolling the interference fringe interval (s) and the interference area width (W). 
Simultaneously the Fresnel diffraction is avoided. 
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
